THAT in England handsome rugs are being made in small needle: 
point squares with a design in each square. which is about the size of 
a pot holder? They are called kettle rugs because each square re- 
sembles the kettle holders used to hold the hot kettle in making tea. 
These handmade needlepoint rugs. measuring about 5 x 7 feet, are 
beautifully embroidered by English needleworkers and the cost is 
around $400 each when landed in America. 


THAT in the Middle Ages when the lovely art of tapestry flowered in 
France, the nobles of wealth and importance ordered sets of tapestries 
designed to fit the walls of the great rooms and halls of their castles 
for protection against drafts and cold, and that for the same purpose, 
the monks had long tapestries made to use above the choir stalls in 
the cathedrals. and that this simple necessity for protection in living 
was largely responsible for the full development of tapestry weavin, 
which resulted in the magnificent French tapestries recently exhibited 
in this country?

THAT the two tons of bobby pins made every day by one of America’s 
largest manufacturers are equal to one million feet of steel wire? 


THAT wool from the sheep raised on the Shetland Isles (north of the 
British Isles) is so soft and tender that it is plucked by hand, as it 
comes away so easily, instead of being sheared? Sheep on the Shet- 
land Isles cannot get away more than three miles from the sea, and 
live in the misty climate on a diet of seaweed and grass. This is why 
Shetland wool is one of the world’s softest, giving 50% greater 
warmth for its weight than most wools, excepting Cashmere. 


THAT $900 worth of craft articles was sold in three days at a country 
schoolhouse Christmas sale in a small Connecticut town? Most of the 
articles were priced between $1 and $5. Only a few rugs and painted 
trays were in higher price ranges. Perhaps people in towns that have 
no craft groups at present may he interested to start one by hearing 
that this Connecticut craft group started with only ten members, and 
with this small membership held its first sale in the home of one of 
the ladies with marked success.

Now, replace all sts on nee- 
dle in following manner, and join, ex- 
cept back edge, 1 back, 1 sleeve, front, 
other sleeve, other back. Discontinue “slip 
st” lines. Attach color 57 and work in stock- 
inette st, decreasing 8 sts evenly spaced 
across each knit row. The decs are not 
to be directly over each other. After 1”, 
work 2 rows with color 26, change to color 
824 and work 1”, dec as before. Change 
to color 26 and dec 10 sts evenly spaced, 
but not over each other, every knit row 
until there are approximately 112 (116- 
120) sts remaining. Now place 20 (22-24) 
sts in center on holder and work each 
shoulder separately.

Then, apply rhinestones according 
to instruction sheet contained in the Dritz 
Nailhead Kit. It will tell you to apply the 
rhinestones about ¥% inch apart. Follow 
the design in this way and it will come out 
on the right side very effectively, After 
the rhinestones have been applied, tear the 
paper pattern away. Now follow the cut and 
sew guide and assemble the pieces as in- 
structed. 
LACE SET. Materials: McCall Pattern 
1358 for hood (35c); McCall Pattern 1188, 
sizes 6-6%: 612-69; 7-7% for gloves (25c).

SIZES 12, 14, 16 
(Shown on page 38) 


Tnstructions are for size 12. Changes 
for sizes 14 and 16 are in parentheses. 

Materials: Dritz Swift-Knit Wool, Art. 
127, 9 (10-11) 2-02. hanks. Dritz wooden 
knitting needles No, 10 (standard), English 
size, 3, Dritz steel crochet hook No. 6. 
Shoulder pads. 

Gauge: 4 sts 3 5 rows=1”, 

Abbreviations on page 64. 

Back: Cast on 56 (60-64) sts. Work in 
stockinette st (k 1 row, p 1 row) for 2”. 
Inc 1 st at both ends of next row and 
every 1” until there are 64 (68-72) sts. 
Work straight until back measures 6”, 

Shape Armholes: Bind off 3 sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at both ends of 
every other row until 52 (56-60) sts remain, 
Work straight until armhole measures 81%" 
(8'%4"-9"), Shape Shoulders: Bind off 6 sts 
at beg of next 4 rows. Bind off 6 (7-8) sts at 
beg of following 2 rows. Bind off remain- 
ing 16 (18-20) sts for hack of neck. 

Left Front: Cast on 32 (34-36) sts. 
Work in stockinette st for 2”. Inc 1 st at 
side edge on next row and every 1” until 
there are 36 (38-40) sts, Work straight un- 
til front measures 6”. 

Shape Armhole: Starting at side edge 
bind off 3 sts once. Dec 1 st at same edge on 
every other row until 30 (32-34) sts remain. 
Work straight until armhole measures 7” 
(1".1'A"). Shape Neck: Starting at front 
edge bind off 7 (8-9) sts once. Dec 1 st at 
neck edge on every row until 18 (19-20) sts 
remain, Work straight until armhole meas- 
ures 8%" (8%4"-9"). Shape Shoulder: 
starting at armhole edge bind off 6 sts every 
other row twice, Starting at same edge bind 
off remaining 6(7-8) sts. 

Right Front: Work to correspond to 
left front, reversing shapings. 

Sleeves: Cast on 56 (56-60) sts. Work in 
stockinette st for 15%" (15%"-16”). 

Shape Top: Bind off 3 sts at beg of next 
2 rows. Dec 1 st at end of each row until 
44 (44-48) sts remain. Dec 1 st at both ends 
of every 3rd row until 30 sts remain. Bind 
off 3 sts at beg of every row until 12 sts 
remain. Bind off. 

Finishing: Press pieces through a damp 
cloth. Sew shoulder, side and sleeve seams. 
Sew in sleeves, Work a row of s c along 
neck edge, holding in to fit. Work a row of 
8 c along entire outer edge and along sleeve 
edges; then work sl st loosely in each s c. 
Fasten at neck with a hook and eye. Sew in 
large shoulder pads.

SIZES 12, 14, 16 
(Shown on page 38) 


Instructions are for size 12, Changes for 
sizes 14 and 16 are in parentheses. 
Materials: Dritz Australian Fingering 
Wool, Art. 6 (7-8) l-oz, skeins. Dritz 
Luxury knitting needles Nos. 2 and 4 
(standard), English sizes, 11 and 9, Four 
buttons. 
Gauge: 7 sts=1"; 9 rows: 
Abbreviations on page 64. 
Back: With No. 4 needles cast on 98 
(104-110) sts, Using No. 2 needles work 
tightly in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 3¥4”. Change 
to No. 4 needles and work in stockinette 
st, increasing 1 st at both ends when piece 
measures 4” and every 1” thereafter until 
there are 112 (118-126) sts, Work straight 
until piece measures 12” all sizes, Shape 
Armholes: Bind off 6 (6-7) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at both ends of every 
other row until 88 (92-96) sts remain. Work 
straight until armhole is 24%" (3”-3”). 
Back Opening: Work across 44 (46-48) 
sts, Turn and work over these sts only until 
armhole is 7” (7'4"-744"). Starting at arm- 
hole edge bind off 26 (27-28) sts. Slip re- 
maining 18 (19-20) sts onto safety pin for 
collar, Work other side to correspond. 
Front: Work same as back until 88 (92- 
96) sts remain. Work straight until armhole 
is 54” all sizes. Shape Neck: Work across 
30 (31-32) sts. Turn and work over these sts 
only, decreasing 1 st at neck edge on every 
other row until 26 (27-28) sts remain. Work 
straight until armhole measures 7” (7'/"- 
7'4"). Bind off. Sl next 28 (30-32) sts onto 
a safety pin for front of neck. Work remain- 
ing 30 (31-32) sts to correspond. 


Sleeves: With No. 4 needles cast on 84 
(90-90) sts. Work stockinette st for 2”. 

Shape Top: Bind off 6 (6-7) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at both ends of every 
other row until 46 sts remain, Bind off 
at beg of every row until 16 sts remai 
Bind off. 

‘Cuff: With right side facing, using No. 2 
needles, pick up 84 (90-90) sts along lower 
edge of sleeve. Work tightly in k 1, p 1 
ribbing for 1". Next row: With right side 
facing, k across. Following row: K across. 
Neat row: P across. Repeat last 2 rows for 
1”, Next row: With right side of cuff fac- 
ing, k 1, * yo, k 2 tog. Repeat from * end- 
ing with yo, k 1. Following row: P across. 
Then k 1 row, p 1 row. Bind off. Fold cuff 
in middle of eyelets and whip down loosely. 
Press pieces through damp cloth, Sew side, 
shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves. 
Turn up cuff. 

Collar: With right side facing, using No, 
2 needles, k across the sts on left back 
safety pin, pick up 12 sts to front safety pin, 
k the sts off front safety pin, pick up 12 sts 
to right back safety pin, k these sts. Work 
in k 1, p 1 ribbing over these 88 (92-96) 
for 2”. Then with right side facing, k acto 
Next row: K across. Following row: P 
across, Change to No. 4 needles and con- 
tinue in stockinette st for 24". With right 
side of collar facing, k 1, * yo, k 2 tog. 
Repeat from * ending with yo, k 1. Now 
p l row, k 1 row, p 1 row. Bind off very 
loosely. Fold through eyelets and whip down 
very loosely. 

Work s c¢ evenly along edges of back 
opening and collar, Close opening with 4 
buttons and button-loops.

first s c, 1 s ¢ in each remaining s c of 2nd 
finger, 1 sc in each s c on palm of glove, 
1s cc in each s c around entire thumb, 1 
sc in each s c down the front to cuff. 18th 
row: Ch 1, turn, 1s ¢ in each s c up the 
front and around entire thumb, then 1 s c 
in each of next 12s ¢ of palm (68 sc), ch 
20 for first finger. 19th row: Turn, 1 s ¢ 
in 2nd st from hook, 1 s ¢ in each remain- 
ing st of ch, 1 s c in each s c on palm, 
around entire thumb, and down remainder 
of glove to cuff. 

20th row: Ch 1, turn, 1 sc in each s c, 
working up the front of glove, around 
thumb, up palm and to top of first finger, 
working 2s c in last st at top of finger. 
2Ist row: Ch 1, turn, 1s ¢ in each sc to 
cuff. 22nd row: Ch 1, turn, 1 s ¢ in each 
of next 39 sts (tip of thumb), skip next st, 
1s c in each remaining st to top of first 
finger. 

23rd row: Ch 1, turn, skip 1 st, 1s ¢ 
in each of next 48 sts (tip of thumb), fold 
thumb in half and working through both 
sections, crochet the thumb tog as follows: 
Skip 1 st, insert hook in next s ¢ and in 
last s c worked and make a sl st, then work 
1s cin each of next 15 s c working through 
both sections of thumb, 1 s c in each re- 
maining sc to cuff. (Turn thumb right side 
out). 24th row: Ch 1, turn, 1s c in each st 
around entire glove except thumb and 
working 2s c at tip of each finger, do not 
work across lower edge of cuff, break yarn. 

Back of Glove: Ch 51 and work first 14 
rows same as palm section. 15th and 16th 
rows: Ch 1, turn, 1 s ¢ in each sc, I7th 
row: Ch 1, turn, 1s ¢ in each of next 35 
sts, ch 20 for first finger. 19th row: Turn, 
1 sc in 2nd st from hook, 1s ¢ in each re- 
maining st of ch and 1s ¢ in each remain- 
ing sc. Repeat 8th, 9th, 10th and 11th rows 
of palm section. 24th row: Same as 26th 
row of palm section. Crochet the 2 sec- 
tions together on wrong side, leaving 6 sts 
free on outside edge of each section at cuff, 

Loop Stiteh Edging around Cuff: 
Working from wrong side, * insert hook in 
next st on outside edge (through one sec- 
tion only), yarn over first finger of left 
hand 3 times, draw these 3 Ips from finger 
with hook through the s ¢, yarn over and 
draw Ip through all 4 Ips on hook at one 
time (loop stitch), 1 s c in next st, repeat 
from * all around cuff and 6 free s ¢ on op- 
posite side, working | Ip st in 1 row of cuff 
and 1 sc in next row of cuff, 2nd row: Ch 
1, turn, 1 s c in each st, 2 sc in each corner 
st. 3rd’ row: * Loop st in next s c, 1 8 ¢ 
in next s c, repeat from * all around. 4th 
row: Same as 2nd row, break yarn. 

Turn glove right side out. Press with 
damp cloth, Sew beads and sequins in 
position, as illustrated. Work left glove to 
correspond to right glove.

SIZES 10, 12, 14 
(Shown on page 3) 


Instructions are for size 10, Changes 
for sizes 12 and 14 are in parentheses. 

Materials: Botany Aquatones 3 2-oz. 
skeins, color 62. Two spools gold thread. 
Knitting needles Nos. 3 and 1 (standard). 
English sizes, 10 and 12. Steel crochet 
hook No. 5. Tapestry needle. 

Gauge: 8 sts, 10 rows=1” on No. 3 
needles, 

‘Abbreviations on page 64. 
attern: 9 rows color 62; 2 rows gold. 
Row 1: Color 62, knit. Row 2: Color 62, 
purl, Repeat these 2 rows 3 times. Row 9: 
Gold, purl. Row 10: Gold, purl, Row IT: 
Color 62, purl, Row 12: Color 62, purl. Re- 
peat these 12 rows for pat. Purl side is right 


side. 

Back: With No. 3 needles and color 62, 
east on 3 sts and work as follows: Row 1: 
K 1, yo, k 1 (seam st), yo, k 1. Row 2: 
Purl, Continue to yo before and after 
“seam” st every knit row, working pat with 
gold thread, until there are 128 (136-144) 
sts on needle. From this point work as fol- 
lows: Continue to yo hefore and after 
seam st as previously, at the same time dec 
at each end of needle every knit row. Omit 
the decreases at ends on 1 row every inch. 
When work measures 5” (5'4".6") along 
dec edge, or 2” less than desired length to 
underarm, allowing for a 3” ribbing at 
bottom, bind off the center (seam) st. 
Work each half separately. Now, inc 1 st at 
underarm edge and dec 1 st at center edge 
every knit row for 2”. On next row, bind 
off 4 (5-6) sts at underarm edge and work 
2 rows without decs or ines at this edge. 
Continue to inc at armhole edge and dec 
at neck edge every knit row until armhole 
measures 6” (6%"-7") from bound-off sts, 
ending on row 4 of pat. Place all sts on 
holder, work up other side to correspond, 
reversing shaping. 

Front: Work to correspond to_back. 

Finishing: Weave shoulders. With No. 
1 needles pick up 100 (104-108) sts across 
bottom, k 1, p 1 in ribbing for 3”. Bind 
off loosely in ribbing. Do same on other 
half. Weave underarm seams. Before start- 
ing the crocheted edging around the neck, 
we suggest that you try on the sweater, If 
the neckline should seem too large, just 
ease in a little fulness around the entire 
neck edge as you work the first row of cro- 
cheted edging. Work 4 rows s ¢ around 
armholes and neck, dec 1 st each row at 
“V” points on neck. Block.

* p 1, k 1; repeat from * to end. Row 2: 
P 1,*k 1, p 1; repeat from * to end, Row 
3: Same as row 2. Row 4; Same as row 1. 
Repeat rows 1, 2 and 3 once. 

Pattern. Row 1 (right side): P 1, * k 
9, p 1: repeat from * to end. Row 2:'K 1, 
*'p 9, k 1; repeat from * to end. Row 3: 
K 1,* p 1, k 7, p 1, k 1;_repeat from * to 
end, Row 4: P1,*k 1, p 7,k 1, p 1; repeat 
from * to end, Row 5: K 2, * p 1, k 5, p 1, 
k 3; repeat from *, end last repeat k 2. 
Row 6: P 2,* k 1, p 5, k 1, p 3; repeat 
from *, end last repeat p 2.

from beg. 


Armholes: Bind off 8 (10) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows for underarm.

Shoulders: Bind off 9 sts at beg of next

Dritz Lux- 
ury knitting needles Nos. 2 and 4 (stand- 
ard).

Gauge (Cable Pattern): 8 sts=1 
rows=1”". 

Abbreviations on page 64. 

Front: With No. 4 needles cast on 156 
(164-172) sts. Using No. 2 needles work 
in k 2, p 2 ribbing for 4", decreasing 1 st 
on last row. Change to No. 4 needles and 
work in pat as follows: 

Ist row: P 3, * k 5, p 3, Repeat from *, 

2nd row: K 3, * p 5, k 3. Repeat from *, 

3rd to 8th rows: Repeat first and 2nd 
rows 3 times. 9th row: P 3, * sl next st 
onto a toothpick and hold in front of work, 
sl next 3 sts onto another toothpick and 
hold in back of work, k next st on left-hand 
needle, k the 3 sts from back toothpick, 
‘c the st from front toothpick, p 3. Repeat 
from *. 10th row: Repeat 2nd row. These 
10 rows constitute the pattern, Work in 
nat until piece measures 15” in all sizes. 

Shape Armholes: Bind off 8 sts at beg 
of next 2 rows, Dec 1 st at both ends of 
every other row until 119 (123-129) sts re- 
main. Work straight until armhole measures 
4%" (4%2"-5"),, 

Shape Neck: Work across 50 (52-55) sts. 
‘Turn and work over these sts only, decreas- 
ing 1 st at neck edge on every row until 
40 (41-44) sts remain. Work straight until 
armhole measures 8%" (8'/2"-9"), 

Shape Shoulder: Starting at armhole edge 
bind off 10 sts tightly every other row 
3 times. Starting at same edge bind off re- 
maining 10 (11-14) sts. SI next 19 sts onto 
a safety-pin for front of neck. Work re- 
maining sts to correspond. 

Back: With No. 4 needles cast pn 136 
(144-150) sts. Using No. 2 needles work in 
k 2, p 2 ribbing for 4”. On size 40 only dec 
1 st on last row. Change to No. 4 needles 
and work as follows: 

Ist row: P_3, * k 4, p 3. Repeat from *. 

2nd row: K 3, * p 4, k 3. Repeat from *.

Shape Top: Bind off 7 sts at beg of next

off. Press pieces through damp cloth, Sew 
right shoulder seam. 

Neckbard: With right side facing, us 
ing No. 2 needles, pick up 46 (46-48) sts 
along left neck edge, k across the 19 sts on 
front safety-pin, pick up 47 (47-49) sts 
along other side of neck and 36 across:

Gauge: 5 sts=1”; 6 rows=1". 

Abbreviations on page 64, 

Pattern Stitch for Capt The stitch used 
for the entire cap is double garter stitch. 
This forms a tube, closed at top and open at 
the bottom, when finished, Cast on an even 
number of stitches. 

Row 1: * K 1, sl 1, keeping thread in 
back of needle, repeat’ from * across row, 
ending.sl 1 st. Row 2: * K 1, inserting 
needle in back of stitch and keeping thread 
in back of needle, sl next st as to knit, re- 
peat from * across row, ending sl 1 sts In 
working this and the following rows, al- 
ways knit the sl st and purl the k st of 
previous row. Repeat row 2 for the required 


length, 

CAP: With red, cast on 60 sts and work 
in double garter st until work measures 5”. 
Join white angora and continue in pat st 
until the 2 balls have been knitted up, 
leaving an end long enough to bind off. 

Binding Off: Slip the 30 sl sts on one 
dp needle, sl the 30 k sts on another dp 
needle, Bind off loosely, fasten off, leaving 
an end about 5” long. Thread into a large- 
eyed needle and join ends together. Fasten 
off neatly, 

Roll the angora part of cap up to cover 
the joining of red and white. The stockin- 
oe st side of the white will be the right 
side. 

SCARF: The work starts at the center 
back. Using No. 3 needles, cast on 30 sts, 
knit in garter st for 80 rows (40 ribs). Fast- 
en off red. 

Scarf End: Join white angora, k 1 row, 
p 1 row. Then work in cardigan stitch or 
double knitting as follows: Row I: K 2 sts 
in each st across row (60 sts on needle). 
Row 2: Change to No. 5 needles, k 1, i 
serting needle in back of st, * yarn for- 
ward in front of st and sl st as if to p, 
yarn back and k 1, inserting needle’ from 
front as usual. Repeat from * across, end- 
ing row with sl 1 st. Repeat row 2 until 
one ball of angora is knitted up, leaving 
an end long enough to bind off. 

Binding Off: K first 2 sts tog, k next 
2 sts tog; * sl first st on right-hand needle 
over second st, k next 2 sts tog; repeat from 
* until 1 st remains. Fasten off. This com- 
pletes one half of scarf. 

Second Half of Scarf: With red cast on 
30 sts and work to correspond to other 
half for 70 rows (3 ribs). On next row 


divide work for opening, k 15 sts, slip on 
a stitch holder. On remaining 15 sts k 18 
rows (9 ribs). Pick up 15 sts on stitch 
holder and k 18 rows (9 ribs). Join work 
and k 8 rows (4 ribs), Attach angora and 
work scarf end to correspond to other end. 
Sew the two pieces together at center back, 


Book Cover No. 5 
(Shown on page 19) 


Materials: One strip of felt 9” x 26". 
One strip of contrasting colored felt 244" 
x 6” for 3 initials. McCall Alphabet Pat- 
tern for Felt Monograms No. 1360 (25c). 
One piece of cardboard 1%" x 844". 

Finished size, about 9” x 14”, 

Cut following strips of felt: One piece 
9” x 14” for outside cover. Two pieces 3%” 
x9" for pockets. One piece 2”x9" for 
center reinforcement. Two pieces 1” x 9” 
for handles. One piece 2” x9" for book- 
mark. 

Handles: Fold felt for handles length- 
wise over a piece of cable cord, bring ends 
together and stitch %4” in from cut edge. 
Pink edges. 

Stitch center reinforcement to position 
in center of book cover, leaving both ends 
free. Insert cardboard. Attach bookmark. 

Reinforce inner edge of pocket sections, 
with row of machine stitching. in to 
position on each short end of outside cover 
section. Pink entire edge of book cover. 
Pin handles to position between pockets and 
cover and machine stitch edges %4” in from 
pinked edges. 

The 2” size initials were used for the 
monogram, Trace initials on a piece of 
cardboard, cut out each cardboard initial 
separately then trace on contrasting colored 
felt. Cut out felt initials, whipstitch in place.

designs are accented in colored lacquer; 
and again, the design often antiqued. 

The attractive rose picture shown was 
made by Mrs. Patterson, who painted the 
background in a flat black to contrast with 
the rich, warm highlight tones of the cop- 
per repoussé. The frame is whitish, antiqued 
with copper tones. Copper foil from Ameri- 
can Handicraft Co. 

To make a copper picture, simply rest the 
thin foil on an old magazine or other soft 
surface, and trace the shapes of the petals, 
leaves, etc., on the foil with a hard well 
sharpened pencil. Next, raise the desired 
areas (called repoussé) by placing the foil 
face down and pressing with a rounded tool, 
such as the smooth back of a teaspoon. 
Then, turn the foil to the front and “set 
back” the design by retracing the outlines. 

Once you have mastered the technique of 
metal foil tooling you will not be limited 
to wall pictures. Christmas cards, cigarette 
boxes, book ends, photo album® covers and 
numerous other items can be made by tack- 
ing a copper repoussé to a wooden or a 
leather background. 

Pictures are framed with or without mats. 
Sometimes small pictures with exquisitely 
detailed copper repoussé, have large mats 
and frames to set off the details of the de- 
signs.

Plain Knitting is knitting back and forth. 
When the row described above is repeated 
back and forth, any number of times, the 
work becomes alike on both sides and is 
called garter stitch. 

Ridge or Rib—To knit back and forth 
once is called a ridge or rib. 

Yo means to bring the yarn under the 
needle to the front, then over the needle to 
the back, ready to knit next stitch. This 
gives an extra stitch as this loop is knitted 
or purled on the next row as though it were 
a stitch, a 

Stockinette Stitch is to knit one row, 
purl one row. 

Seed or Moss Stitch—Cast on an uneven 
number of stitches. Row 1: K 1, p 1 and re- 
peat to end, finishing the row with k 1, Re- 
peat this row for the length required, al- 
ways having a knitted stitch come over a 
purled stitch and vice versa. 

Weaving or Kitchener Stitch: Break off 
yarn, leaving about 12” on the work. 
Thread this into a tapestry needle and 
proceed in the following manner: working 
from right to left * pass threaded needle 
through first st on front needle as if to 
knit and slip st off needle, pass the yarn 
through the 2nd st on front needle as if 
to purl but leave st on needle; pass yarn 
through first st on back needle as if to purl 
and slip st off needle: pass yarn through 
2nd st on back needle as if to knit but 
leave st on needle.

Finishing: Sew shoulder seams. Sew in 
sleeves to fit armholes.

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A. White and Silver Envelope Bag. Suitable for all occa- 
sions, this tailored white and silver bag is completely prac- 
tical because it is washable. An all-season accessory, it goes 
well with either winter or resort clothes. For the weft, 6 
ply cotton shoe thread was used; for the warp, white cotton 
chenille and Dobeckmun er Lamé Metal. A warp 1% 
yds. long and 16” wide was set one per dent in a 15 dent 
reed. Threading was the “Large Star” from the center of 
the Double Chariot Wheel pattern, Bag, about 6'4" x 9”. 


B. Pastel Striped Bag. This glamorous evening hag is 
actually washed in the making! Metal fabric was used, made 
of Hughes Fawcett 40/2 Bleached Irish linen for warp, and 
Linen space twisted with Dobeckmun Lurex metal for weft, 
weaving the one inch stripes of copper, silver, mint green, 
rose, bright blue, and gold in rotation. ‘Set your loom with 
1% yard warp, 14” wide, sleyed 2 per dent in a 15 dent 
reed. Threading is the versatile “Rose Path.” Before mak- 
ing up the bag, wash the metallic fabric in warm water with 
a mild soap and rinse thoroughly. When nearly dry, steam- 
press it with a cloth covering the material. It has been found 
that up to 160 degrees of heat can he used with this Linen 
space twisted with metal yarn, which is non-tarnishable as 
well as washable. Bag measures about 5” x 9%”. 


€.Gold and Linen Evening Bag. Serviceable as well as 
luxurious, since both materials wash and the metal thread is 
nontarnishable. Woven from one tube of 4/2 Bleached 
Hughes Fawcett Irish Linen for warp and two tubes of 
Gold Gimp, made of Dobeckmun Lurex Metallic Yarn, for 
weft. Warp is 14” wide, set 2 per dent in a 15 dent reed, 


1% yards long. Threading 


D. Linen and Wool Costume Bag. An interesting feature of 
this weaving pattern, which was designed by Mary Meigs 
Atwater, is that both’ sides have similar texture . . . the pat- 
tern is exactly reversed, The dark or light effects of the 
colors chosen will determine which, for you, will be the 
“right” side. Designed for the No. 240—8” Structo loom. 
‘Two yards of 40/2 Irish linen cream yarn were used for the 
warp. For the welt 2 oz each of Bernat's Crewel yarn, Moss 
Green, color No, 614 for tabby: and Plum Wine, color No. 
817, for the pattern. Thus the plum forms the deepest color 
contrast on one side of the fabric and the moss green on the

pat these friendly little Mexi- 
cans in their setting of cactus and 
palm trees on an apron gift of sheer 
organdie. Paint the quaint motifs 
with textile paints, using McCall pat- 
tern No. 1373 (25c). 

How is it done? Simply stamp the 
blue transfer “on a white blotter, 
stretch the thin material tightly over 
the blotter and fasten securely with 
Scotch tape or thumb tacks. The tex- 
tile paints give the illusion of free 
hand painting. Since it is always 
best to paint over the blotter when 
using textile paints, the same motifs 
can be used over and over again. So 
you can make as many pretty aprons 
as you like from one pattern, also 
bridge cloths and napkins. 

Prang Textile Colors were used on 
the designs shown here. Follow the 
directions that come with the Prang 
Textile Colors and these hints. First, 
wash the material before applying 
paint, to remove any sizing or filler, 
then press well. Cut out material and 
place in position over design stamped 
on blotter. Fasten securely as di- 
rected above and paint the outlines 
first with a small sable oil brush; 
then fill in the remaining areas with 
a larger brush. Do not use the paint 
too thickly. Thin the textile colors 
with Prang Extendor and a few drops 
of Penetrator-Thinner. The design 
may be gone over several times to 
strengthen the color. After colors 
have dried 24 hours, place a dry 
cloth over design—face up—and 
press with a hot iron; turn design 
over and press.

Knit- 
ting needles No. 2; 1 set dp needles No. 2 
or size suited to individual tension (stand- 
ard). English size, 11. 

Gauge: Colorplus* Space Dyed Yarn is 
so dyed that the knitter must get 13 sts out 
of each long space and 2 sts out of each 
short space. If the size needles recommend- 
ed do not suit the knitter’s tension, then 
a larger or smaller needle is used, depend- 
ing upon the looseness or tightness of the 
knitting. When the end of a row is reached 
in the middle of, or part way through, a col- 
or space, then it is just necessary to turn 
and complete the stitches for that space on 
the next row, keeping strictly to the count. 
For Example: If a row ends with four 
stitches of a long space, then the follow- 
ing row will begin with nine stitches of 
the same long space, making a total of 
thirteen stitches in the long space.

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Christmas Wrappings 
(Shown on page 23) 


Five attractively wrapped packages for 
Christmas and birthday gifts are “done up” 
with ribbons and pretty papers. 

Three of the packages are tied in diagonal 
effect: one for the baby with little flowers 
‘on moiré ribbon; one for a shower gift with 
printed ribbon bow and little parasols at 
‘opposite corner; one for birthdays with 
double faced or metallic ribbon and diagonal 
tie on four corners. Two other packages— 
one with Christmas balls and bow, the other 
with initials for a man—are also shown. 

To tie a box in diagonal effect, hold the 
ribbon with thumb at center top of box, 
bring across Lia left corner, under lower 
left corner to bottom center. Now bring 
ribbon up across lower right corner and 
under upper right to starting point, Tie 
in a double knot at or near starting point, 
To make the double diagonal effect, used 
on birthday package, continue diagonal as 
above, crossing the other two corners, 

To make the bows shown on the baby, 
shower and Christmas packages: Five inches 
from end of ribbon, pinch gathers and hold 
with left thumb and finger. Make a loop of 
desired length and hold between left thumb 
and fingers. Make another loop, pinch gath- 
ers and continue to hold loops in left fingers. 
Loop ribbon back and forth until you have 
desired number of loops on each side. Wind 
thread around center and tie to hold. Ad- 
just loops attractively. 

Materials required for boxes shown: 

Baby Box: (Size, 7"x7") Ya yd. paper 
(white with pink bubbles). 3 yds, blue moiré 
ribbon. Small bunch of pink forget-me-nots, 

Tie ribbon across 2 corners as shown. 
Make 8 loops as above. Gather center of 
each loop and wire one tiny forget-me-not 
to top center of loop. 

Christmas Box: (Size, 4" x 12"). ”% yd. 
of red paper. 3 yds. green tinsel ribbon. 

Wrap ribbon around length of box and 
crosswise about ¥ from top. Make four 
3” loops on each side (8 loops in all), An 
extra piece of ribbon to make two 10” ends 
is tied on separately underneath bow. Fasten 
a Christmas ball about 2” from end. 

Shower Box: (Size, 9” x 12”). 1 yd. yel- 
low paper with silver lines, 344 yds, blue 
flowered ribbon. Tie ribbon across two cor- 
ners, as shown. Make bow as above, having 
sigty longer loops on the bottom. 

‘mbrellas—Use white pipe cleaners, or 
any color to correspond with bows. Cut a 
4” length and curve the top to form the 
handle. Use about 8” of ribbon and pleat 
it very close together to form a circle 
around the pipe cleaner, leaving a little 
end at bottom to form umbrella tip, wire 
or sew the pleats. Cover pleats with baby 
ribbon—make tiny bow. Leave top open so 
that pleats flare out to make the umbrella 
shape. Two umbrellas are tied to ribbon 
that crosses lower corner of box. . 

Man’s Box: (Size 6" x 12"). 1% yards 
each of ribbon any two colors (red and 
light blue). 4 yd. black paper. Set of ini- 
tials (red). Wind both colors around pack- 
age and lap ends, Hold ends in place with 
scotch tape for a perfectly smooth tailored 
effect. The addition of initials personalizes 
this gift. 

Birthday Box. (Size 7” x 10"). Ya yd. of 
26” paper (lavender). 3 yds ribbon (double- 
faced or metallic, having no right or wrong 
side). Ribbon is tied on box across four cor- 
ners. Leave long ends, Bow: Leaving an end 
of 2”, make a short 1” loop. Make a lower 
loop 2%" long. Continue making one 1” 
loop and one 2¥%" loop alternately, placing 
each loop directly in back of the one before 
so that they all lie flat. Continue until you 
have made five 1” loops and four 242” loops, 
leaving an end on the lower half. Wire 
around center with thin spool wire. Bend 
the short loops forward so the wire is cov- 
ered. Tie bow on package.

other row until armhole measures 314”, 
Bind off remaining sts. Join shoulder seams. 

Collar: Holding right side of work to- 
ward you, pick up 74 sts around neck edge. 
On next row inc 1 st in every st (148 sts). 
Work in k 1, p 1 ribbing, binding off 3 sts 
at beg of every row until collar measures 
2%" deep at center back. Bind off loosely 
in pat, With right side toward you, work 1 
row of sc along edge, keeping work per- 
fectly flat. 

Finishing: Join underarm seams and sew 
in sleeves. Face front borders with the gros- 
grain ribbon, Close with snap fasteners. Use 
buttons for trimming only. 

Bonnet: With No. 3 needles, cast on 
76 sts, work in same pat as body of sweater 
for 4". At the beg of next 2 rows, bind off 
25 sts. On remaining 26 sts, work even for 
4”, Bind off. Sew seams (sides of -this 
piece and bound-off sts). Pick up sts around 
neck edge (approx. 96 sts). K 2 tog across 
next row. Then work in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 
1". Bind off. 

Brim: Holding right side of work toward 
you, pick up sts at front edge. K next row, 
increasing 1 st in every st across row. Work 
in k 1, p 1 ribbing binding off 3 sts at beg 
of every row until brim is 24” deep at 
center front. Bind off loosely. 

Edge: Work 1 row of s c, working over a 
piece of millinery wire. Fasten off, securing 
ends of wire neatly. 

Ties: 3, make 2s ¢ on ch, Continue 
working in s c, making rows of 2s ¢ with 
no ch to turn, until piece measures 14” 
or desired length. Make another tie. 

Trim bonnet with white satin ribbon, as 
illustrated.

Cast on 64 sts for lower edge of back. 
Work in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 1”. Work in 
stockinette st (k 1 row, p 1 row) for 4%” 
ending with a purl row. Cast on 9 sts at 
beg of each of the next 6 rows for sleeves 
(27 sts for each sleeve). On these 118 sts 
work even for 27 rows, ending on a p row. 

Next row: K 49, p 20, k 49. Next row: 
P 49, k 20, p 49. Next row: K. 49, place 
on a stitch holder, bind off 20 sts for 
back of neck, k remaining 49 sts. 

Next row: P 41, k 2, p 4, k 2 for front 
border. Next row: P 2, k 4, p 2 for border, 
ine in next st, knit to end, Repeat last 
2 rows alternately, keeping sleeve edge 
even and increasing at front edge in the 
knit row in the stitch after the 6 border 
sts, until sleeve has 60 rows at cuff end. 
Bind off 9 sts at sleeve edge 3 times (for 
sleeve) still increasing at front edge as 
before. Continue work, keeping side edge 
even and increasing at front until side 
edge is same length as back. Then work in 
k 1, p_1 ribbing same as back for 1". 
Bind off loosely.

Embroidery: Trim right front with four 
lazy-daisy flowers, evenly spaced, as illu- 
strated, Left front has one flower, Use two 
strands of six-strand cotton in the needle 
and work four lazy-daisy flowers with single 
stiteh leaves.

Garden flowers and fern under 
clear acetate—on parchment 


For beginners’ luck, try pansies 


HERE'S a much nicer way of keeping 

sentimental flowers than tucking them 

away in the leaves of an old book. 
Frame them, preserve them in their lovely 
natural colors, and make your memento 
live as a cherished picture that all may en- 
joy! Brides’ bouquets, gradustion and an- 
niversary flowers, the first orchid, and other 
“sentimental” flowers may be pressed, dried 
and framed by following a few valuable 
hints given us by Mrs. Vera Verity, of 
Oceanside, New York, whose practiced 
hand made the flower pictures and the 

ing lampshade shown here. 

rk requires time and patience, 
but it is infinitely rewarding. Pressed flow- 
ers can be used in many different ways. 
Mrs, Verity has placed them under the glass 
of the coffee table, under paper weights, 
trays, boudoir boxes. She has d them 
on greeting cards, place cards, personal 
stationery, in lockets, and her bridal bou- 
quets, pressed and framed, have delighted 
many a bride. 

The condition of the flowers to be 
pressed has a lot to do with the success or 
failure in preserving their natural colors. 
If the flowers are freshly cut, the results

of pressing and drying should attain near- 
perfection in preserving the colors and 
quality. Flowers may be perfectly fresh, 
yet they may become bruised or handled, 
and any marks will show up on the final 
dried flower. 

According to Mrs. Verity, practice is the 
best teacher in determining which flowers 
press best. Beginners should start with 
pansies, For practice, try some of the sim- 
pler garden flowers—a few at a time. Bache- 
lor’s buttons, corn flowers, coral bell, del- 
phinium, columbine, cosmos, alyssum, for- 
get-me-nots, are good for beginners. Do not 
try petunias or nasturtiums. Fleshy flowers 
do not dry well as they contain too much 
moisture. 

Weather conditions have a great deal to 
do with the drying of flowers, as dampness 
has a tendency to cause mildew and fad- 
ing. A clear day will always be a help 
in drying, although sometimes one cannot 
wait for a clear, dry day. Around noon, 
usually, most excess moisture has evapo- 
rated from garden flowers on any clear day 
and this is the best time to pick them. Of 
course, with florist flowers or sentimental

“Butterfly Pleats’’ Ensemble 
(Shown on page 66) 


Butterfly pleats, shown in the window 
valance, dressing table and stool headings 
of this intriguing ensemble, are a new 
technique for bedroom décor. The Singer 
Sewing Machine Company thought up this 
charming ensemble and developed it in a 
Roomaker Fabric—a garden print of sateen 
called “Chatham Walk.” It has rich tones 
of wine, rose, blue, gold and green against 
h pink background. 
“butterflies” are reversed pleats, 
placed all across the wine-colored window 
valance, and repeated in diminishing scale 
around the bands of the dressing table and 
stool. 

Dritz Dot Wood Snappers hold the but- 
terflies in flight formation, while perform- 
ing the double duty of securing the valances 
and making one unit of the twin organdie 
curtains draped in crisscross fashion over 
the window. 

Materials: The ensemble shown calls for 
12% yds. of “Ci:stham Walk” print; 4% 
yds. of wine sateen; 10'% yds. of white o1 
gandie; 10 yds, of 4” light-weight crino- 
line; 5 packages Dritz Dot Wood Snappers; 
1 regular size Dot Snapper Kit and an ex- 
tra package of Dot Snappor Refills. 

“Butterfly” Heading for Valance: Cut a 
strip of wine sateen, 15” long and about 
twice the width of valance board; i,e, 
15" x 146". Cut a strip of floral sateen 5” 
long and same width as valance strip, ie. 
5” x 146”. Lay right side of print facing 
to right side of plain valance, Lay 4” 
light-weight crinoline over facing and baste 
the three together. Mark spaces for pleats 
and draw a vertical line, in pencil, every 
8” along the crinoline, marking the exact 
center of each pleat. The space between 
should equal or be more than the space 
allowed for pleats, ie. allowing 14” for 
side hems, 4%" for return and 2” for 
center of pleat, the first line would he 


marked 8” from edge; the next line allow- 
ing 2” for remainder of pleat, 4” space and 
2” for center of next pleat would be 8” 
from first line, etc. 

Buuerfly Pleats: At the center of the 
space hetween pleats place the “ring” and 
“socket” half of a Dot Snapper so that the 
“ring” is on crinoline side. Stitch along 
the top seam and down to within 2" of 
edge of crinoline and back each side of 
the pencilled line, marking the center of 
each pleat. Slash between the rows of stitch- 
ing marking the vertical lines, clip the cor- 
ners, turn and press. Baste across lower 
edge of facing and stitch, Baste and stitch 
pleats, Turn back the center of each pleat 
to form butterfly revers and press. Stitch 
a line across the lower point of each re- 
vers, Finish lower edge of valance with a 
2” hem and sides with a 1” hem, Attach the 
valance to valance board with Dot Wood 
Snappers, driving the stud of the snapper 
into the wood and fitting the socket half 
on the valance into place over each stud. 
The draperies are unlined and carry a 3” 
upper and lower hem with 1%” side hems. 
These are hung on a straight rod inside 
the valance box. 

Dressing Table Skirt and Stool Cover: 
Allowing 14” for facing seams and 2%” 
for lower hem, cut floral sateen about 331” 
deep for dressing table skirts, and 22” deep 
for the skirt of stool, Allowing once and a 
half again for fulness, cut about 4 lengths 
for dressing table skirt. This will provide 
2 lengths for each side with 1” center hems 
and side hems. The stool will require 1% 
yards, After seaming the widths, cut 5” 
from upper edge of skirts. Replace with a 
5” strip of wine sateen and press the join- 
ing. Lay right side of 5” print sateen strip 
to right side of plain border and lay a 
3” strip of crinoline over the facing. Follow 
the same procedure for Butterfly Revers 
Pleats as in making the curtain valance, 
but allow only a 3” pleat with 3” or 3%” 
space between. Place Dot Snappers in 
space between pleats. Attach the skirts to 


the dressing table and stool with Dot Wood 
Snappers in the same way as with the 
valance on the valance board. 

Crisscross. Curtains: From a 10% yd 
length of 39” organdie, cut 4 widths, each 
89” long. Lay aside remaining 22” strip, pin- 
ning to it an identification ticket marked 
“Tie-Backs” and “Heading Ruflle.” 
Measure and mark a basted line 1814" from 
edge of 2 widths, Hemstitch along this line 

th the Singer hemstitching attachment 
d cut through the hemstitching, laying 

le each 18%" strip for ruffling, Join 

each remaining 20%” strip to each full 
width, basting a '4” seam along the sel- 
vages. Hemstitch along this seam and cut 
through the center of the hemstitching to 
form a picoted seam, Turn under the re- 
maining selvage edge ¥” and stitch, Baste 
a line %" from lower edge, hemstitch 
along this line and cut the hemstitching 
in half to form a picot edge. 


Ruffles: Mark and baste a line every 6” 
from the picoted edge of each 181” strip. 
Hemstitch through these lines and 

through the hemstitching to. form six 


picot-edged strips, each 6” wide and 89” 
long, Join into one continuous strip, using 
picoted seams. Measure and cut off 64”, 
pinning an identification ticket marked 
“Casing” to this strip and laying it aside. 
Set the ruffler on your sewing machine for 
a scant ruffle, allowing approximately once 
and half again for fulness. Ruffle the re- 
maining 6” strip and apply along the 
picoted edges of the length and lower edge 
of each curtain, about 4" from the edge. 
Mark and baste a line from selvage to 
selvage ¥/2” from the edge of the 22” strip 
marked “Heading Ruffle,” and three more 
lines 6" apart, running from selvage to 
selvage. Hemstitch along these lines and 
cut apart for 6” picoted ruffling. Pin the 
ticket reading “Tie-Backs” to the remaining 
4” strip. Join the 6” strips into one con- 

ce with picoted seams and ruffle 
the same adjustment as that set for

Diamond Mesh Weaving 
(Continued from page 73) 

‘This changing of partners is the new 
trick. It forms half a diamond, the whole of 
which is completed when the original pairs 
are reunited by weft No. 5, hence its name. 

Diamond Mesh: Examining plate No, 1 
again, (see page 73) let us divide the onen 
mesh into three parts, each part being, com- 
posed of 2 rows of holes, these holes being 
made by twisting the warp threads into 
pairs. The first and third parts are the 
same and are called “Antique Mexican.” 
In ancient times this method was used to 
make the “ground” work of a fabric, the 
pattern being achieved by leaving threads 
untwisted and merely running through this 
part with shuttle to ground work again, 

The twisting is accomplished in the fol- 
lowing manner: With long hook and from 
underneath, catch the first depressed warp 
thread at right selvage. Pull to right, 
then up and over the first raised warp 
thread, Now catch the next (2nd) depressed 
thread and pull it to the right of, and un 
and over, the next (2nd) raised thread, 
Continue’ pulling one lower thread up and 
over one upper thread until all warp 
threads are twisted. 

Allow a shed stick to take the place of 
the hook by running it in beside hook and 
then drawing hook out. Turn shed stick on 
end and run shuttle through the space thus 
made. Pull weft all the way through and 
push it into place with shed stick. This is 
done best by tilting the stick as it rests ir 
the shed, so that the round end at right 
presses firmly against the weft thread—the 
other end toward the reed. Keeping sticl: 
in this position, gradually pull it out of 
shed at left while pushing weft firmly into 
position. 

Pull beater forward and hold while 
changing shed. Push beater back. Make a 
left to right shot. Beat. Change shed. This 
completes a row of Antique Mexican and 
leaves the warp in position for a “diamond 
twist” which is done as follows: 

Diamond Twist: With warp in position 
for a right to left shot, right selvage thread 
raised and crochet hook held horizontally 
with notched side down, pass hook under 
the first raised warp thread, catch the 
second raised warp thread and pull it to 
the right and down under the first depressed 
warp thread. 

Catch the third raised warp thread, pull 
it to the right and under the second de- 
pressed thread—fourth raised under third 
depressed—fifth raised under 4th depressed. 

When hook is all the way through, it 
should be under the right selvage thread 
and over the left selvage thread. Proceed 
as for the Antique Mexican. 

The above method of twisting, used al- 
ternately with the Antique Mexican, forms 
a new lacy “all-over” which the Brooks 
School calls “Diamond Mesh,” 

‘Another very beautiful but coarser mesh, 
Plate 2 (bottom of page) may be made 
by doubling up on the warp threads—twis:- 
ing 2 over 2. This is done as follows: 

1st row: With hook, pull 2 depressed 
threads up and over 2 raised threads all the 
way across. Make a plain shot from left to 
right. 2nd row: With hook, pass under first 
2 raised warp threads and pull 3rd and 4th 
raised threads to right and under first 2 
depressed threads. 

Continue pulling 2 under 2 all the way 
across and complete as for other Mexican 
techniques. 

By alternating the Antique and Diamond 
twists, a lovely open mesh is evolved which, 
if woven very firmly with 2-ply yarn, will 
produce a most satisfactory and practica) 
decoration for table linens. 

The place mat illustrated is made with 
Hughes Fawcett’s 20/2 linen for both warp: 
and weft. No. 10/2 is used for weft throug] 
the openwork section.

Start at top of seam of shade. Thread 
yarn with weaving needle and draw yarn 
through at seam to inside of shade. Knot 
end of yarn, cut excess yarn, so only knot 
remains. Then, apply shellac around shade 
for 1%”. Wind yarn, fairly tight, around 
shade, securing yarn to shellac by pressing 
yarn against shade with finger. Make each 
winding about Ye" apart. When 1%" of 
yarn windings have been made, apply 
shellac for another 114”. Continue winding 
until shade is covered. Then, fasten end of 
yarn in same manner as at start. 

When There is a Break in the Yarn, draw 
yarn through at seam; knot and cut as in 
beginning. Take new end, thread yarn with 
needle and knot on wrong side of shade, 
being sure the color spaces continue in 
same order as before.

TRAVEL COMPANION 


AAPOx that folds for packing, emerges from 

the suitcase as fit as a fiddle, is put to- 
gether in two shakes of a lamb’s tail! That's 
the kind of traveling companion a girl really 
likes to have. Arrived at her destination, 
she has a good sturdy box and she can keep 
things tidily in it. 

The model shown here is 7” x 7” square, 
stands 3” high when set up. It is made of 
cheery striped chintz and ties shut with a 
perky ribbon bow. The foundation is of firm 
cardboard. Each cardboard section is of 
rectangular cut. The top of the box is at 
tached to one side, the bottom is free and 
held in place when assembled by a few rows 
of crocheted mesh, worked around bottom of 
hox. Slip the bottom square into this mesh 
and the box automatically takes shape. 

Materials required: Strong cardboard; ¥% 
yd, chintz; % yd. matching ribbon; mercer- 
ized crochet cotton in matching color. 


From strong cardboard, cut a 7”x 7" 
square for bottom, a 7%" x 7" square for 
top, 4 rectangles 3”x 7" for sides (detail 
1). 

From fabric, cut a rectangle 8” x 15” 
for bottom, a rectangle 84%” x 16” for top, 
a rectangle 7” x 30” for sides. 

Fold fabric rectangle for bottom in half, 
right sides together, sew 2 sides 14" from 
edge, turn inside out, slip in cardboard 
square, close open side by hand. Make the 
cover in the same way. 

Fold fabric rectangle for sides in the 
middle lengthwise, right sides together, sew 
one short end and long open side 2” from 
edge. Turn inside out, slip one cardboard 
rectangle inside, hold in place by a line of 
stitching and continue until the four card- 
hoard rectangles are in place.

flowers the excess moisture has usually 
evaporated by exposure in the home or 
church, 

In dismantling the flowers, each petal 
should be taken gently between the fingers. 
The importance of gentle handling must 
emphasized in order to avoid bruising the 
flowers, Very little pressure is needed to 
pull the petal away from the calyx. This 
is the procedure in drying orchids, large 
roses, gardenias (only fair success). Carna- 
tions need dismantling, also daffodils. Calla 
lilies need quite a bit of pressure in’ press- 
ing, but hold well. 

For pressing, have several magazines 
fairly thick ones—approximately 6x8 or 
8x 10 inches. Do not use a hound book 
because it will stain, If starting with a 
few flowers, use three magazines and a 
package of facial tissues. Open up one of 
the magazines, turn 12 or 14 pages and 
lay a facial tissue opened flat over the open 
pages. Lay your flowers, minus stems, on 
the tissue, on the thin side of the maga- 
zine, Petals may just touch but should not 
overlap as they are placed on the tissue. 

When the tissue is filled, lay the other 
half over the flowers. Next, turn 12 or 14 
pages more, lay out another tissue and 
proceed as before. When all the flowers 
are in the magazine, sit on it for several 
minutes, then place the magazine under 
several magazines until the next day. You 
will find that the flowers are quite moist 
after a day in the magazine. Transfer the 
tissue and flowers to another magazine. 
The tissue facilitates the lifting of the 
flowers, which are very soft at this stage. 
When all tissues and flowers have been 
transferred to a dry magazine, leave the 
damp magazine open to diy out. Use it the 
next day to transfef the flowers from the 
second magazine, which will still be damp. 
Repeat this procedure every day for from 
two to three weeks, thus eliminating the 
moisture and preventing mildew which kills 
the colors. 

You can tell by the touch when the flow- 
ers are dry. Store them in stocking boxes 
until ready to mount them. Handle the 
fragile dry flowers with tweezers. When 
arranging them on background paper or 
material, hold petals one at a time in 
tweezers with the right hand, place a tiny 
dab of library paste on the back of each 
flower, leaf or stem, to hold it in place. 
Apply’ the paste with a toothpick at the 
heel end of the petal, lay petals in place 
with tweezers, then with the cushion of 
the finger, gently press the portion with 
paste, When rebuilding a flower, study the 
natural flower or a picture of it. 

Mrs. Verity has made several hundred 
sentimental flower pictures within the past 
few years and has not added color to more 
than half a dozen of them. She always uses 
the actual flowers carried by the bride. 
She has, on occasion, put a touch of chalk 
on white flowers and a smudge of lipstick 
on bridesmaids’ roses, In the case of a 
bridal orchid, which had frozen on a cold 
night and turned brown after it had thawed 
out, she rubbed chalk powder into the 
brown petals with the cushion of her finger, 
She was very happy with the results—and 
so was the bride! In another beautiful 
bridal bouquet, consisting of five exquisite 
white orchids, four of the five orchids dried 
a lovely, clear white when pressed, but the 
fifth turned a creamy tan, which meant that 
the flower had possibly bloomed a day 
earlier than the others and had passed its 
peak of maturity, This orchid was placed 
in the background of the picture, partly 
concealed by a spray of fine green fern or 
hy one of the perfect flowers. On a soft 
pastel background it blended in and was 
not too noticeable, A piece of the | 
or bridesmaids’ dress, pastel paper, scraps 
of wedding veil, are often built into the 
pictures Mrs. Verity makes, 

For wedding place cards she has made 
cards in the shape of a slipper or shoe, 
cut double so they will stand. A fittle 
pressed green fern used as a buckle in front 
of the shoe and a tiny straw flower or bit 
of dry heather. made the card quite a con- 
versation piece. 

Growing along the highways in the moun: 
tains of New York State, tiny white flow- 
ers about 4 inch across are to be found. 
These are a lovely white when dry and 
lend themselves beautifully to wedding 
place cards, Finished pictures should not 
he left in the sun at time. The sun 
will burn the flowers.

cut portions with Scotch tape. Line the 
four walls with appropriately patterned gift 
wrapping paper, White and silver paper in 
tiny quilted pattern is used. Arrange border 
around top of 4 walls, using %” pink and 
silver gummed tape. Run horder down each 
side of front wall. and front of left and 
right walls. With black India ink paint hor- 
der around floor of shop. Cut rug (pinked 
edges) 9” x9" from Kelly green felt. Cut 2 
small felt rugs (each a 3”-oval) in Apple 
Green. 

Small mirrors (2”x3") are glued se- 
curely on to back and right walls of shop. 
Scalloped black drapery on mirror is cut 
fiom construction paper and glued to glass. 
At cach side of these mirrors, about 114” 
down from top. of wall, arrange a small 
fashion plate, illustrating a model's head 
with chapeau. Do these yourself in water 
color, or cut heads of appropriate size from 
magazine illustrations and mount them on 
1” x 14" bristol boards. Draw narrow black 
line around each fashion plate to serve as 
frame, All four pictures are glued to wall. 

Make sectional cabinet for back wall by 
standing 2 small box halves on end against 
the wall, with one lying on its side between 
them, Use small gift or wedding cake boxes 
for these (3” x 2” x 1”). Center box is glued 
to standing box at each side to make a three- 

unit, Counters at left and right of shop 
made of same size box-half, turned up- 
side-down and placed against the well, after 
heing decorated with a band of Apple Green 
oilcloth (pinked edge), half-inch deep. 
Open side of hox-half is turned to floor. 
Side facing wall is glued to it, leaving 
enough space when gluing to right wall so 
counter can swing in and out over rug as 
that wall moves. Cut runner from oilcloth 
for top of three-section cabinet. Two stools 
are made from small wooden spools (darn- 
ing cotton size) topped by black cotton- 
covered buttons. Pleated organdy frill, made 
from ruching, is topped by narrow band of 
Kelly Green felt, pinked edge, to complete 
stool. Hatstands (2 «mall, 2 medium, 2 high) 
are made from 1” button’molds with wooden 
match sticks serving to hold the hats. All 
stands are painted blac! 

On the left wall, above the worktable, 
are 3. strips of black construction paper, 
folded in half so that they can he attached 
to wall. To these have heen sewn sequins, 
tiny flowers or small ornaments which might 


be used to trim minute headwear. All these 
items can be removed since the flap is left 
free, (Size of each black strip before fold- 
ing is 1” x 3.) On work table below these, 
place a small wooden bead (barrel shape 
preferred). This is the millinery block and 
should have a small “creation” on it. The 
one shown is made from one ballfringe puff 
surrounded by varicolored beads. Also 
placed on work table are a roll of white 
buckram (strip 144"x9"), 4 green glass 
heads, 2 little flowers and a bit of narrow 
red rickrack, On a pin, stuck into corner of 
table, is a length of white millinery wire, 
wound in“a circle. 

In left hand cabinet, at rear wall, are 
various narrow brai straws, ribbons ete., 
carefully rolled—each has about % yard or 
shelves are formed with white card- 
serts. Center part of cabinet. has 
twelve bolts of various shades of percale, 
silk, ete., each 1” wide and Y% yd. long, 
rolled on tiny ek tion of cardboard 1” x %”" 
(secure material with Scotch tape). Right 
side of cabinet has 4 larger holts, standing, 
upright, and a few beads or buttons sewed 
to black construction paper, similar to those 
shown on wall above work table. Below mir- 
ror stands another millinery head block and 
a few ornaments. Arrange hat stands at 
each corner of shop wtih two standing on 
display table (right wall). 

Hats on display are simple to make, using 
a circle of felt one inch in diameter. With 
this as a start, one can form a tricorne, or 
large picture hat trimmed with bow at back. 
Crocheted tam can be trimmed with feather, 
felt hats may be adorned with tiny ribbon 
chou, ete. (By cutting small opening at one 
side of the inch circle, felt hats may be 
given a definite shape.) Glue hats lightly 
to hat stand ut small strip of bristol 
hoard, about 1” x4”. Fold this strip to form 
a standing display sign 1%” tall and 1” at 
hase. Letter an appropriate name for shoppe 
on this: “Mlle Su-Zan,” “Chez Marie,” de- 
pending on name of little girl to whom toy 
is given. All fixtures, bolts of materials, 
trimmings, displays, etc., may be glued se- 
curely in place—so that entire shoppe may 
he turned upside down without harm. Or, 
some items may be lightly glued to facilitate 
re-arrangement. 

When both opened-out walls are raised in- 
to position, box lid ean be put on to keep 
the shoppe intact between playtimes. 

This miniature hat shop requires only 
very simple materials. It is a delight to 
make. Care and attention to the small de- 
tails will make the finished work a perfect 
“work of art.’
